When Morris put the question 
again, Freeman said, “I'll de- 
cline to answer that.” 

Freeman also declined to an- 
swer when asked if he had ever 
had any association with Ger- 
hart Eisler, whether he had 
any knowledge that Eisler was 
working for a Soviet espionage 
ring and whether he had seen 
Eisler since August 1941.

‘CREEPY - PEEPY,’ 
|FRONT LINE TV 
CAMERA, UNVEILED 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP 
—The Army has added to its 
combat arsenal a gadget it calls 
the “creepy-peepy —a_televi- 
sion camera and transmitter de 
signed for use in forward battle 
areas. 

One man could move the 55- 
pound camera and transmitter 
to an advanced position under 
cover of darkness, then with 
draw to safety. A receiver set 
up behind the lines would re- 
cord the transmitter’s signal on 
a 10%sinch picture tube. 

The Army says the equip- 
ment, developed by the Signal 
Corps and made by the Radio 
Corp. of America, will produce 
'an image “equal to or better 
than commercial quality” tele- 
vision. 

Although designed for com- 
bat use, “creepy peepy’ might 
be used commercially, the Army 
suggested. It said the camera's 
lack of cumbersome cables 
| makes it potentially useful for 
TV coverage of fast-breaking 
| news stories, presidential nomi- 
'nating conventions and sports 
events.

Mr. Truman Decides Not to Run 
: in 1952 Vinson His First 
Choice, Stevenson Second... 
: How pieshatiend Lost Out. 
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LETTE ERO LEE EOIN II,

Y decision not to be a candidate for re-election 
M in 1952 goes back to the day of my inauguration 

in 1949. On this day, facing four more years of 
the Presidency, my mind kept reviewing the many 
grave problems that confronted the nation and the 
world. And I found myself thinking about my own 
future, and how long a man ought to stay in the 
Presidency, and a nation’s need for constant renewal 
of leadership. I now was certain that I would not run 
again. But I could not share this decision with any- 
one. By the very nature of his office this is one secret 
a President must keep to himself to the last possible 
moment. 


More than a year later, on April 16, 1950, I wrote out 
my thoughts and my intentions in a memorandum which I 
locked away: 

“I am not a candidate for nominations by the Demo- 
cratic Convention. 

“My first election to public office took place in Novem- 
ber, 1922. I served two years in the armed forces in World 
War I, ten years in the Senate, two months and 20 days as 
Vice President and President of the Senate. I have been in 
public office well over thirty ..years, having been President 
of the United States almost two complete terms. 

“Washington, Jefferson, Monroe, Madison, Andrew Jack- 
son and Woodrow Wilson, as well as Calvin Coolidge, stood 
by the precedent of two terms. Only Grant, Theodore Roose- 
velt and F. D. R. made the attemptito break that precedent. 
F. D. R. succeeded. 


‘Eight Years Enough, Sometimes Too Much.’ 


“In my opinion eight years as President is enough and 
sometimes too much for any man to serve in that capacity. 
“There is a lure in power. It can get into a man’s blood 
just as gambling and lust for money have been known to do. 

“This is a Republic. The greatest in the history of the 
world. I want this country to continue as a Republic. Cin- 
cinnatus and Washington pointed the way. When Rome for- 
got Cincinnatus, its downfall began. When we forget the ex- 
aniples of such men as Washington, Jefferson and Andrew 
Jackson, all of whom could have had a continuation in the 
office, then will we start down the road to dictatorship and 
ruin. I know I could be elected again and contirue to break 
the old precedent as it was broken by F. D. R. It should 
not be done. That precedent should continue not by a Con- 
stitutional amendment, but by. custom based on the honor 
of the man in the office. (Note by Mr. Truman: The 80th 
Congress had proposed such an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion (now the Twenty-Second), but at the time of this 
memorandum it had not yet been ratified by a sufficient 
number. of states.) 

“Therefore, to re-establish that custom, although by a 
quibble I could say I’ve only had one term, I am 
candidate and will not accept the for 
term.” 

In July of the same year, 1950, I took the memorandum 
out at the Little White House in Key West and read it to 
my White House staff. The réaction was to be expected. 
The staff responded with deep emotion and expressions of 
protest and disappointment. They pleaded with me not to 
make public any such announcement. But I had no 
tion of doing this until the proper time. 


Qualified Candidate.’ 


My mind was made up irrevocably against running in 
1952, and I was concerned with the problem of suggesting 
the right man to present to the people as the standard-bearer 
for the Democratic Party. The most logical and qualified 
candidate, it appeared to me, was the Chief Justice of the 
United States, Fred M. Vinson. 

Vinson had a rich background of experience in all three 
branches of our government.

Vinson ‘Most Logical, 


In this respect, there was no 
other person who could match his record in either party. 
He served many terms in Congress where he was recognized 
as an expert on tax matters and other subjects. He served 
the Federal bench. During the war he was called by 
President Roosevelt to take on the job of economic stabilizer, 
He later came into the White House as Assistant to the Pres- 
ident in charge of the big job of managing the war economy 
and reconversion to peacetime production. Vinson had addi- 
tional Cabinet experience in the post of Secretary of the 
Treasury in my own administration. And when the Supreme 
Court developed internal conflicts, I again reached out for 
Fred Vinson and his remarkable administrative talents, and 
appointed him Chief Justice upon the death of Chief Justice 
Stone. 

Vinson was gifted with a sense pf personal and political 
loyalty seldom found among the top men in Washington. 
Too often loyalties are breached in Washington in the rival- 
ries for political advantage. Not so with Vinson. He was a 
devoted and undemonstrative patriot who could also consist- 
ently practice personal and party loyalty. 

I never knew Vinson intimately when I was in the Sen- 
ate and he was in the House, although we often met on gov- 
ernment business. It was after I moved to the White House 
that I became fully acquainted with him and developed a 
great respect for him. We worked very closely together. 
We discovered a common interest in history and had to set- 
tle many a disputed date or place by later research. Vinson 
had a remarkable grasp of history, modern and ancient. He 
constantly read important books on history and kept in touch 
with current publications. His liberalism was broad and deep. 

I recall one incident that will illustrate Vinson’s loyalty 
and devotion to duty. When I was getting ready to go to 
Potsdam for meeting with Churchill and Stalin, I asked Vin- 
son to come along to assist me there. 
ing: “Mr. President, you are going out of the country, and 
you will be gone many weeks. I think that I had better 
stay on the job here at the White House and see that there is 
no interruption in the flow of work.” 

In the summer of 1950, after I had written the memoran- 
dum concerning my decision not to run again, I first ap- 
proached Vinson with the suggestion that he should become 
the candidate to succeed me. But he declined.

In the fall of 1951 I invited Vinson to visit me at the | 
Little White House in Key West, and there, in the complete 
privacy of that retreat, I resumed my talks with him about 
his becoming the Democratic candidate for President. I con- 
fronted Vinson with a summary of the reasons that made 
him the logical man to be the President of the United States. 
We talked about it from one end to the other, and he finally 
said that he would speak to Mrs. Vinson about it. He al- 
ways consulted her when anything vital came up in his ca- 
reer. I have never come in contact with a more devoted 
couple. 

Back in Washington Vinson told me that after talking it over | 
with Mrs. Vinson and after most serious consideration, he still 
felt honestly and in his heart that he did not think he should use 

the Court as a stepping stone to the Presidency. To this argument 
I replied that the Court had been used by other men I knew, that |

Charles Evans Hughes had used it, and that in my opinion there 
would be nothing wrong in his becoming a candidate. But shortly 
after this meeting, and after I had another talk, this time with 
Mrs. Vinson, the Chief Justice firmly declined on the basis of his 
physical condition. I think that if Vinson had become President, 
he would have ranked high among Presidents—but it probably 
would have further shortened his life. 

With the self-elimination of Vinson, the field was now wide 
open as far as I was concerned. My staff and the Democratic 
organization renewed their pressure on me to reconsider running 
in 1952.. But my answer was the same, that my mind was made 
up and that we would have to look elsewhere for a standard- 
bearer.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In their anxiety to propitiate the 
oil and gas tycoons some Democratic 
Senators angered a multitude of con- 
sumers who are also voters. 

Even in the gas producing states 
of the Southwest, many more people 
are more concerned with low gas 
‘bills than with higher profits for oil 
and gas companies. 

Accepting the dubious assumption 
that passage of the gas exemption 
bill pleased the Democratic voters in 
such states as Texas, Louisiana, Ar- 
kansas and Oklahoma, support of the 
measure by the Democratic leaders 
tended to hurt the party’s chance of 
winning nationally. 

Pushing the gas bill hurt the Dem- 
oeratic party in Illinois, New York 
and other populous states where the 
vote is sure to be close and the out- 
come crucial to both parties. 

In spite of the fact that more Re- 
publicans than Democrats voted for 
the gas bill, its passage presented 

the Republican strategists with a won- 
derful chance to make political hay.

message championing consumers and 

'@efending the people against exploita- 
tion by big business, multiplied mil- 
lions of voters might have deserted 
the Democrats and cast their ballots 
for Regyblicans.

By vetoing the gas bill, the Presi- 
dent displeased big business. By 
declaring himself in favor of the 
principles of the measure, and by 
opposing control of gas prices in the 
interest of consumers, he antagonized 
all the many millions of voters who 
want regulation of gas prices.

Phis is a sordid story. It shows the arm of the 
oil lobby trying to reach through a high federal 
officer to two United States Senators. There is 
nothing subtle about it. It is of a piece with that 
“defiance of acceptable standards of propriety” 
which led President Eisenhower to veto the 
gas bill. 

Certainly the testimony is conclusive proof 
that the Senate never should have passed that 
bill without investigating the oily lobby behind 
it. And that investigation remains to be pressed. 

Senator George of Georgia and his special 
committee at first sought only to inquire into 
the Case affair. Despite that limited intent the 
scope of the inquiry already has been broadened, 
not by the committee itself so much as by the 
evidence before it. And each disclosure seems 
to raise other questions: 

If three United States Senators were ap- 
proached in this manner on oil-and-gas legisla- 
tion, how many others were marked for atten- 
tion by special interest lobbyists? 

If Howard B. Keck, who controls Superior Oil 
Co., could offer cash for senatorial campaign 
funds, how many other oil men could do the 
same thing? In this day and age a big oil com- 
pany would be unlikely to be so naive as to try 
to buy any Congressman’s vote. But some of the 
men who take the big profits from big ofl have 
never shown much reluctance to stay away from 
politics or to keep their money out of it. 

The George committee's initial reluctance to 
widen its inquiry has led to a jurisdictional dis- 
pute among Senate committees. But it matters 
little who investigates, as long as the oil lobby 
is thoroughly investigated. This issue has ex- 
ploded in the Senate with the force of an un- 
capped gusher. 
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Col. Southern’s Major 

The Independence Examiner has finally been 
obliged to use an obituary of the man who pre- 
pared the notice, Col. William Neil Southern Jr., 
the newspaper's founder. He was born in 1864 
at Morristown, Tenn., practically in the midst of 
a Civil War battle, but the words we found most 
interesting in his obituary were: “At college, I 
majored in baseball.” 

This is a realistic, accurate and newsworthy 
approach to a college major, whatever the college 
records might say. Some of the best newspaper- 
men of our country have majored in baseball, 
and later become known fof a literary ability and 
philosophy and political science which they did 
not major in—officially, anyhow. There is some- 
thing about this course (baseball, we mean) 
which seems to lend itself to a liberal education.

Come to think of it, a good many Americans 
major in baseball, in or out of college. Not all of 
them become distinguished editors, but that is 
not a matter for complaint. Not all of them be- 
come baseball players, either. 
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Help in Place of Hazing

Here are two sound substitutes for paddlings and 
other forms of hazing which some colleges might 
copy. 
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Campaign Funds in the Open. 

Many a senatorial campaign costs more than 
the winner's salary for his six-year term. As a 
consequence there has been much reluctance to 
go into the subject in Congress. But now Sena- 
tor Hennings of Missour! has resigned from the 
chairmanship of the Elections subcommittee In 
keeping ‘with the custom that this particular 
chairmanship goes to a Senator who is not a can- 
didate for re-election at the time. Senator Gore 
of Tennessee has moved up to the chair and 
announced the subcommittee’s determination to 
look thoroughly into campaign costs. 

Meantime prospects have improved for the 
Hennings proposal to put more realistic limits 
on campaign spending and to let the voters know 
the sources of the money. But now there is a still 
later development—the introduction of a bill 
by Senator Neuberger of Oregon to provide for 
financing of campaigns by the Federal Govern- 
ment, 

The Neuberger bill roughly goes along with the 
Hennings measure in fixing expenditures at 20 
cents per voter, but it goes farther in following 
the suggestion made by William Jennings Bryan, 
President Theodore Roosevelt, President Taft 
and others that this expense money may come 
from the Treasury and not from privafe citizens. 
Based on the theory that the cost of elections 
is a legitimate part of the cost of government, 
this system has helped to keep European politics 
relatively free of one of the worst features of 
American politics. (Senator Neuberger would 
allow the matching of public funds, provided no 
private gift exceeded $100.) 

The question, of course, is whether legislators 
who so long have been ctant to touch the 
subject at all are now p@ady to go to the other 
extreme. Honest men--@md most men in politics 
are honest—should be glad to get away from cam- 
paign financing which, as Senator Douglas of 
Illinois has said, always afouses suspicion. They 
should be happy to be indepencent of the cash 
support which all too often comes from those 
seeking contracts and favors. 

Even the half-way step of the Hennings pro- 
posals would be a great improvement. With re- 
morseless publicity, money from the favor-seek- 
ers might dry up and campaigns might be 


financed largely by small contributions from 
rank and file voters. This might heighten the 
average citizen’s sense of public responsibility. 
A trial of this kind of financing would help to 
show whether campaigns at public expense really 
are necessary to stop abuses. 

Congress will be exceedingly insensitive to 
public opinion if it persists in glossing over this 
situation and refuses even to turn on the spot- 
oe of full publicity. 


A Policy Comes First 


When Secretary of State Dulles returns to 
Washington after his vacation in the Bahamas 


he most certainly will be asked about the muddle | 


over the Saudi Arabian tank deal that has pro- 
duced a series of conflicting Eisenhower Admin- 
istration policies in less than a week. 

The Washington correspondents will be after 
Secretary Dulles and so will some members of 
thé Senate Foreign Relations Committee. Demo- 
cratic Chairman George, who has given the 
White House strong foreign policy support, says 
that there has been no consultation with the 
committee on this Middle Eastern problem and 
other important recent issues. 

With all due respect to the Senate’s desire 
to be in on the “take-offs” as well as the “crash 
landings,” we hardly see how the Administra- 
tion could do much consulting on the tank 
matter. Apparently Secretary Dulles’s depart- 
ment had forgotten all about the tanks. Then 
when the storm broke, on the eve of the ship- 
ment, both the President and the Secretary were 
vacationing out of Washington so there was hard- 
ly anyone to hold a consultation with the Senate 
committee. Moreover the White House did not 
have a policy to discuss. 

This was made clear when the Administra- 
tion slapped on an embargo for a few hours 
only to lift the ban under pressure and send 
shipments to both the Arab nation and Israel. 
A first requisite of intelligent consultation is 
some semblance of a policy and so far there is 
none with respect to the difficult and explosive 
problem of an arms race in the Middle East. 
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Where Outside Help Is Needed 


The Citizens’ Metropolitan Transit Committee 
is attempting to enlist state and federal help for 
one phase of its proposed survey of this area's 
transportation problems. Specifically the citizens 
hope that the State Highway Commission and 
the Bureau of Public Roads will finance a traffic 
origin and destination study in city and county. 

This study is the most costly part of the overall 
survey that the citizens have been planning. 
Among other things it involves interviews with 
residents of some 17,500 homes to determine 
their use of transportation facilities, as well as 
detailed traffic counts. Present indications are 
that local funds for the overall survey will be 
extremely difficult to come by; a costly origin- 
destination study may very well be out of the 
question. 

In any event, the citizens’ request for help is 
perfectly proper. And if the state and federal 
groups approve it, every level of government 
concerned will benefit. The data that would be 
gathered would be of as much value to the 
financing agencies as it would be to those in St. 
Louis and the county who are attempting to do 
something about transit and traffic. 

Chairman Crowe of the citizens’ committee 
has pointed out that the last detailed survey of 
this area was made in 1946. Since then the use 
of automobiles has increased rapidly, transit rid- 
ing has fallen off sharply and St. Louis county 
has undergone a building revolution. 

A new study would provide the state and fed- 
‘eral agencies with facts on which to base future 
plans and it would give the citizens exactly what 
they need. That being so, St. Louis area resi- 
dents certainly will hope that the essential state- 
federal aid will be forthcoming. 
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Severe Set-Back for Adenauer 

Insofar as it indicates genuine devotion to 
democracy in postwar Germany —a_ devotion 
sometimes questioned—the reverse of Chancellor 
Adenauer's Christian Democrats in North Rhine- 
Westphalia may not be a cause for alarm. But 
its consequences may be disturbing. 

Dr, Adenauer’s party suffered a marked loss 
in popularity recently when it proposed a revi- 
sion of the electoral laws which would give the 
group winning an election more strength than 
warranted by the ballots cast for it. In Italy, it 
will be recalled, it became necessary to repeal 
such an experiment in bolstering the govern- 
ment, and the winner-take-all provision in the 
French election laws was perhaps the chief rea- 
son for the overthrow of former Premier Edgar 
Faure. In Germany a bitter reaction set in even 
before adoption of such a modification of popu- 
lar rule. 

In North Rhine-Westphalia, the Free Demo- 
crats broke away from the Adenauer coalition 
and joined the Socialist opposition to defeat 
State Premier Karl Arnold, a top Adenauer lieu- 
tenant, in a 102-to-96 vote of no confidence. The 
new coalition put Fritz Steinhoff, a Socialist, in 
his place and now may name the state's five 
representatives in the Bundesrat, the upper 
ehamber of the Bonn parliament, 

A similar coalition of opponents earlier drove 
the Adenauer partisans out of control of the 
state government of Bavaria, an even greater 
Christian Democrat stronghold, and took its 
seven Bundesrat seats away from the Chancellor. 
This still leaves Dr. Adenauer in contro] with 21 
of the 38 seats, but without the two-thirds major- 
ity needed for the adoption of much important 
legislation, including full implementation of West 
Germany's rearmament program. 

Even if the pattern of the Rhineland and Ba- 
varia is not followed in any of the seven other 
West German states, the Chancellor's parliamen- 
tary majority now must be considered uncertain. 
A few of its members are only luke-warm in sup- 
port of some of his policies, if not actually hos- 
tile to them. The Chancellor's political discipline 
faces a severe test, and one can only regret that 
his hand was weakened by an ill-advised attempt 
to strengthen it. 
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The Air Force Need for Mechanics 


Shortages in experienced personnel, long an 
Air Force complaint, seem to be having an ad- 
verse effect now in one of the most important 
sections of the service. Lack of skilled main- 
tenance crews is keeping many of the newest and 
most powerful planes on the ground. 

Much of this shortage undoubtedly is due to 
the fact that men who pick up technica! skills in 
the service are in demand at higher pay on the 
outside. Is the Air Force making the most of its 
on-the-job training programs and of its chances 
to convert a first-enlistment man into a career 
man? 

By emphasizing such programs to the utmost 
the Air Force may be able to eliminate the 


anomaly of supersonic planes standing idle be- 


cause of lack of qualified mechanics. If not, those 
who say the Air Force is over-emphasized may 
begin to ask why it needs more planes when it 
cannot take care of what it now has. .

It now appears possible that some of 
the scientific energy and public sup- 
port which last year brought closer the 
conquest of a disease — polio — which 
strikes 40,000 annually may be re-mobil- 
ized to bring relief to 10,000,000 per- 
sons suffering from mental illness. 


Two congressional committees have 


reaffirmed that mental illness is our 
nation’s greatest health problem; a 
large foundation has announced the 


planned expenditure of $17,000,000 for 
research in mental health; the discov- 
erer of the anti-polio vaccine, Dr. Jonas 
Salk himself, was one of the first to 
follow its announcement with the sug- 
gestion that medicine’s next big job 
should be an all-out attack on mental 
illness. ” 
This will be no small task. At the 
latest count there are 750,000 persons 
in our mental hospitals—as many as in 
all other kinds of hospitals combined, 


Outside of hospitals more than 10 
times that number are suffering from 
severe mental or emotional disturbance: 
the alcoholic and the addicted, the de- 
linquent and the criminal, the suicidal, 
the incompetent, the chronically un- 
happy—the one of every 16 Americans 
whose personality problems keep them 
from enjoying useful, effective, satis- 
fying lives, 


The Intangible Costs 


As a matter of fact, even this figure 
is too low. We have known for years 
that about 50 per cent of the patients 
of general practitioners are actually 
suffering primarily from emotional dis- 
orders. 

The Menninger Foundation’s survey 
of mental health in industry is pointing 
up the extent of the “minor” emotional 
disturbances which result in absentee- 
ism, accident proneness, chronic dis- 
satisfaction, inability to take or give 
orders, and many other more intangible 
costs to industry. 

Ali of us are at some times and In 
some degree affected by mental health. 
We may be persistent worriers or have 
difficulty in controlling our tempers; 
we may be sleepless in our beds or 
lonely in a crowd; we may have ulcers 
or high blood pressure: perhaps we just 
can't get along as well as we should 
with our wives, our husbands, our chil- 
dren, our friends or business associates. 

Polio may have'struck one out of 300; 
cancer may strike one out of five: men- 
tal ill health afflicts one out of one. 

Any move to strengthen the forces dl- 
rected against mental illness is, there- 
fore, not only welcome. but necessary. 
As of last year, these forces were still 
woefully weak 

Of 175,000 physicians in the United 
States, only 8000 were practicing psy- 


chiatry, the specialty {n medicine which 
accounts for half of the patients. 


Although mental illness costs the 
United States over two billion dollars a 
year, only $10,000,000—one-half of 1 per 
cent of this cést—was invested in re- 
search to cure and prevent it. 


This is not to say that the picture is 
entirely black. There is a growing re- 
alization that most mental illness can 
be cured. Several of our better-staffed 
state hospitals have demonstrated that 
four of every five mental patients can 
be discharged within a year of ad- 
mission. 

The public is now beginning to ask 
why, in most mental hospitals, the fig- 
ures are reversed, why 60 per cent of 
the 250,000 new patients admitted each 
year never leave these hospitals alive. 


More Training Needed 


They are beginning to ask why all 
state hospitals cannot be centers of 
treatment and hope, instead of asylums, 
however humane, for custody and 
despair. 

There are not nearly enough trained 
people to go around. 

There is no answer but a substantial 
increase in the total number of avail- 
able psychiatrists, psychologists, social 
workers, nurses, adjunctive therapists, 
and other mental health personnel. This 
means more and better training cen- 
ters, with more students in training. 

As long as only 500 psychiatrists 
complete ‘training each year, it will take 
a generation to meet just the needs of 
today. 

Research in the treatment of mental 
{liness received a healthy push forward 
last year from the optimism engendered 
by experiments with several new “tran- 
quillizing” drugs. There is hope that 
this new optimism may bring about an 
increased willingness to give mental 
health research the support it needs 
and deserves. 


A Task for Everybody 


At this moment, as one of my col- 
leagues put it, research in psychiatry 
is still “starving to death.” 

In the long run, only prevention can 
provide a real solution to the problem. 
And prevention is not a job only for 
psychiatry. It requires the joint, con- 
certed action of parents, teachers, min- 
isters, industrialists—of all society. 

Psychiatry can furnish some guide- 
posts, and with the public’s help can 
provide some of the technical assistance 
and manpower 

Ultimately, though, this Is a job for 
each and every one of us who wishes 
to make this topsy-turvy world we live 
in a better and a saner place for our- 
selves and for our children.

Man Who Awakened Mexico 


FRANCISCO |. MADERO: APOSTLE OF MEXICAN 
DEMOCRACY, by Stanley R. Ross. (Columbia 
University Press, 378 pqs., $5.50.) 

Francisco Madero, a political martyr 
at the age of 40, stands above all others 
as the human symbol of the great Revo- 
lution—with a capital R—which swept 
Mexico during the 1910s. The impor- 
tance of that period, producing as it 
eventually did a basic restructuring of 
the social, economic and political life 
of Mexico, is evident when it is re- 
membered the Mexican experience is 
classed alongside the French and Rus- 
sian Revolutions as one of the most sig- 
nificant illustrations of dynamically 
changing national life in modern times. 

Out of the leisure his wealth permit- 
ted and the wide travel and wider read- 
ing that helped to 
condition his think- 
ing, this son of 
northern Mexico 
compounded 
outlook which, 
brought face to face 
with unsavory cir- 
cumstances in Mex- 
ican life during the 
Diaz regime, insist- 
ed upon change. 

Like many other 
revolutionaries Ma- 
dero possessed lim- 
ited vision and so 
had limited goals. 
Political democracy 
was his objective; Indeed the priority of 
attention he accorded it suggested he 
virtually considered it a panacea for all 
the ills of Mexico. Better at conceiving 
a program than he was at executing it, 
Madero was commonly his own worst 
enemy—with his penchant for compro- 
mise and a sweet humanitarianism 
which simultaneously embraced pacifism 
and defeat. 


Zeal and self sacrifice sold Madero to 
many who were unimpressed, if not re- 
pejled, by his small stature, squeaky 
voice and off-beat identification with 
Spiritism, vegetarianism and temper- 
ance. 

The basic text of the gospel pro- 
claimed by this political apostle was the 
two-pronged idea of effective suffrage 
and no re-election. Through his writing, 
his political organizing and his cam- 
paigns he helped to awaken his country- 
men. An energetic idealist, a courage- 
ous humanitarian, a determined patriot, 
Madero did not create the revolution but 
he did provide it with a banner and a 
leader. In time the banner cried out 
for more than political democracy and 
in time the revolution consumed the en- 
ergies and lives of more than oné leader 
but no later development, human or 
ideological, does violence to the thought 
Francisco I. Madero was a cornerstone 
of modern Mexico. 


Though scores of Spanish language 
studies of the man and the period exist, 
this is the first time this remarkable 
citizen of twentieth-century Mexico has 
been introduced to English language 
readers. Author Ross obviously admires 
the subject of his writing but such does 
not diminish the judicious nature of 
his account for here is a notable figure 
in both his strengths and weaknesses, 
his successes and failures. 


An understanding of Madero and an 
appreciation of the complexities he 
faced can promote a better basis for 
contemporary relations between the 
United States and the Mexico which 
stands as a partial memorial to Madero’s 
endeavors.

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‘butions to the Federal government as special assistant to many 
agency heads and Cabinet members. His work on the United 
Nations and in the State Department demonstrated that he had 
a clear grasp of the role of this country as the leader among 
nations and of our program to secure the peace. 

Here are some notes I made after my talks with Governor 
Stevenson: 

“Early in January 1952, I asked Adlai Stevenson, Governor 
of Illinois. to come to the Blair House for a talk. He came one 
evening about 8 p.m. We talked for an hour or more. 


“I told him that I would not run for President again and 
that is was my opinion he was best-fitted for the place. 

“When 1 talked with him, I told him what I thought the 
Presidency is, how it has grown into the most powerful and 
the greatest office in the history of the world. I asked him to 
take it and told him that if he would agree he could be noml- 
nated. I told him that a President in the White House always 
controlled the National Convention. Called his attention to 
Jackson and Van Buren and Polk. Talked about Taft in 1912, 
Wilson in 1920. Coolidge and Mellon in 1928, Roosevelt in 1936, 
1940, 1944. But he said: No! He apparently was flabber- 
gasted. * * * 

“On March 4th, Governor Stevenson came to see me again, 
this time at his request, to tell me that he had made a commit- 
ment to run for re-election in Illinois and that he did not think 
he could go back on that commitment honorably. I appreciated 
his viewpoint, and I honored him for it. He said he would 
not want to have people believe that he was announcing for 
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re-election in his great state just as a stepping stone to the 


White House.” 
‘In Stevenson I Had Found the Man.’ 


But I felt that in Stevenson I had found the man to whom 
I could safely turn over the responsibilities of party leadership. 
Here was the kind of man the Democratic party needed and, 
while I would not pressure him, I felt certain that he would 
see it as his duty to seek the nomination. 


On March 29th, at the annual Jefferson-Jackson Day Dinner 
in the National Guard Armory in Washington, D.C., I announced 
that I would not run again. 


About 5200 Democrats were present when J departed from 
my prepared speech near the end and made this statement: a 
shall not be a candidate for re-election I have served my 
country long, and I think efficiently and honestly. I shall not 
accept a re-nomination. 1 do not feel that it is my duty to 
spend another four years in the White House.” 

There was a moment of stunned silence in the hall. Then 
shouts of protest went up, and they were repeated when I con- 
cluded my remarks and when I left the hall. 

When I arrived at the White House after the announcement, 
I found the ushers and doormen almost in tears and the two 
maids who were taking care of my mother-in-law were weeping. 
I told them to calm down and stay on the job. 

I had expected that some of my friends would be disap- 


pointed and even shocked at the suddenness of this public an-| 


nouncement. But I am sure they must have known that I had 
given this decision long and careful study and had put off mak- 
ing it public until I thought the proper time had come 

The man who occupies the high office of President is al- 
wavs aware that. he is there only because more people wanted 
him than wanted the other fellow. But if he is to judge his 
situation by the people around him, he will hear a hundred 
voices telling him that he is the greatest man in the world for 
every one that tells him he is not. A President, if he is to have 
clear perspective and never get out of touch, must cut through 
the voices around him, know his history and make certain of 
the reliabiilty of the information he gets. 


Anyway, there was no chance that I would change, and 
at this point I was even more certain .that under the circum- 
stances it would be better for me, the party and for the coun- 
try to have a change in leadership. 

I am inclined to think that if I had announced early in 
1950 or 1951 that I intended to carry the fight myself to a con- 
clusion, General Eisenhower would not have been the Repub- 
lican candidate—and perhaps not the President. 1 hold to that 
opinion because I am sure that Eisenhower in 1952 thought that 
he would have no fight for the election and that perhaps the 
Democrats would nominate him also. 


‘A Number of Other Good Men.’ 


There were a number of other good men who were frankly 
candidates for the Democratic nomination. 1 gave careful study 
and consideration to each of the candidates. The more I weighed 
the situation the more apparent it became that Governor Steven- 
son seemed best qualified on the basis of background, experience 
and broad capacity. 


One of the ablest and most deserving contenders for the 
nomination was Averell Harriman His record of government 
service was long and distinguished. Harriman had served in 


many important posts during the critical war and postwar years. 
His work in the handling of Lend-Lease from London was out- 
standing. He served brilliantly as ambassador to 
Great Britain. He was a very able Secretary 
my Cabinet and did a great job of administering the Marshall 
Plan in Europe. 


I held Harriman in the highest regard, and still do, but I. 


felt that with his limited experience in elective politics and no 
experience in campaigning for an elective office, he was some- 
what handicapped at this particular time. 

Some weeks before the ccnvention Harriman came to see 
me to ask if | would be agreeable to the New York delegation’s 
putting him in nomination, I replied to Harriman that it was 
all right for him to take the step but that when the time came 
for the convention to nominate its candidate for President, | 
wanted him to be in line to help nominate that man, whoever 
he was. Some of the party leaders also approached me to ask 
if they could help Harriman, and I told them that, of course, 
they could. 


I assured Harriman that if it became a showdown between him | 


and Stevenson, | was committed to Stevenson, because I felt 
that he would be the strongest candidate the Democratic party 
could offer at this time. This understanding between Harriman 
and myself was behind some of the developments at the conven- 
tion in July. 

Estes Kefauver made an energetic and extensive campaign 
for the nomination. His record as a member of the House and 
his work in the Senate was in mdst respects highly commendable. 
I knew of his popularity, I approved of what he undertook to 
do with his investigating comnittee, but I did not approve of 
the methods he used and the way he went about it. 


Bob Kerr, Dick Russell and Alben Barkley. 


Robert S. Kerr from Cklahoma was another favorite-son 
candidate. He was able, Courageous and effective Senator. 
Unfortunately, Kerr had sronsored a bill which I had to veto 
because I did not consider it to be in the public interest. Bob 
Kerr had demonstrated that, as Governor and as Senator, he 
possessed administrative smd legislative ability of high order. 
But his background of representiing the oil and gas interests 
in the Senate made him ineligible in my opinion. 

{ have always felt -hat any man who goes either to the 
Senate or the House to represent a special interest in his own 
state and who sponsors legislation to help that special interest 
forfeits any claim to naional leadership in the Democratic party. 
Historically, the Democratic party is not a special interest party. 

Dick Russell of Georgia was a candidate to be reckoned 
with. He had ability, integrity and honesty. He was one of 
the best informed mer in the Senate and perhaps the best 
informed on the agricuitural situation of the nation. But being 
from Georgia, where ‘he race issue was so heated, he did not 
have a serious chanre of being nominated. I believe that if 
Russell had been frgn Indiana or Missouri or Kentucky, he may 
very well have beer the President of the United States. 

As the time r the Democratic National Convention in 
Chicago drew neagr, Adlai Stevenson continued to be reluctant 
to commit himsef. He refused to allow me to support him 
publicly for the nomination, It therefore became necessary, 
with the convegion close at hand, for the party to decide on 
some other strmg candidate and unite behind him. This is 
where Vice President Alben Barkley played a key and dramatic 
role. 

Barkley was at the height of his popularity with the people. 
with the part and with the Congress. But for his age he would 
have been amost logical candidate. The Presidency being the 
man-killer that it is, age could not be passed over lightly. Per-| 
haps in the :ase of Barkley, whose vigor and stamina defied time, | 
this did na quite apply, but it was still a problem to reckon 
with. 


Mr. Trumaa for Barkley If : 


At abow this time—about two weeks before the convention | 
—Barkley ¥t it be known that he would like to be a candidate 
for the Pe¢sidency. | invited him to a meeting at the White 
Housz at #hich Chairman McKinney and members of my staff 
were preent. At this meeting we informed Barkley that up to 
that tiné Stevenson had refused to run and that if he (Barkley) 
was sefOUs about wanting the nomination, we would support 
him. | 

rkley went to the Chicago convention on the opening day, | 
July4ist, with that commitment. But in one essential respect | 
Barley failed to follow our suggestions to him. In meeting with 
th: leaders of labor to enlist their support, we told him to be 
su@ to see the leaders one at a time. Instead, he arranged a 
peakfast meeting with all sixteen labor leaders at once. We 
Mew that they would never commit themselves in a crowd, and 
all that came of this meeting with the labor leaders was a unan- 


imous turndown. | am of the opinion that if Barkley had been + 


advised by a manager skilled in dealing with labor, this rejec- 
tion by labor would never have occurred, and Barkley would 
have been the Democratic nominee. 

That same afternoon, after his disastrous meeting with 
labor, Barkley called me in Washington. He told me he®was 
going to withdraw as a candidate. I urged him to stay in 
the race, but he told me that his wife and his supporters had 
advised him that under the circumstances it would be best for 
him to withdraw, and that his reason for calling me was to tell 
me that he had already announced his decision to the press. I 
told Barkley that | understood his being hurt by the action of the 
labor leaders, but that 1 thought he was acting on an impulse , 


‘convention.

and that he would regret it if he went through with his decision 


- to pull out and leave the convention so abruptly. 


Shortly after my conversation with Barkley, I received a 
call from Secretary of Commerce Charles Sawyer tortell me that 
he did not think it was right for Barkley to be allowed to leave 
Chicago until he had made a personal appearance before the 
I agreed with Sawyer and telephoned Chairman 
McKinney to suggest that he should have Barkley presented to 
the convention for a farewell speech. This was arranged, and on 
the morning of July 23rd Alben Barkley was escorted to the 
speaker's platform to receive one of the greatest ovations ever 
accorded anyone at a national political convention. 


Barkley’s extemporaneous address was a memorable high- 
light of the 1952 convention. It was acclaimed as one of the 
most: heart-warming and moving speeches ever brought before 
such a gathering. It was the “Veep” at his best. I think it was 
the greatest and grandest exit a major withdrawing candidate 
could make. 


But this extraordinary picture was soon to be spoiled 
when Barkley unexpectedly allowed three delegates from other 
states than his own to put his name in nomination. He told me 
afterwards that his reason for this—even though he told me he 
had withdrawn—was that it was beginning to look to him as if 
the convention might be deadlocked and that, if that happened. 
it would turn in his favor after all. But I was sorry that he 
permitted his nomination and thus detracted from his magnif- 
icent farewell address. 


Telephone Call from Stevenson. 

On the following day, July 24th, I received a telephone cal] 
at the White House from Governor Stevenson. He said that’ he 
called to ask whether it would embarrass me if he allowed his 
name to be placed in nomination. I replied with a show of exas- 
peration and some rather vigorous words and concluded by say- 
ing to Stevenson, “I have been trying since January to get you 
to say that. Why would it embarrass me?”’ 

From here on events began to move swiftly and to shape 
the course of the convention leading to the nomination of 
Stevenson. 

I transmitted instructions to my alternate on the Missouri 
delegation, Thomas J. Gavin, to get behind the Illinois can- 
didate. 


Senator Brian McMahon, from Connecticut, who was on his 
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N 1954 we had a business recession in the United 

States. Sales fell about 4% during the year. If manage- 

ment had followed the historic pattern of business 
ups and downs, advertising volume would have fallen 
much further. 


But in 1954 the volume of advertising did not fall. It in- 
creased over 5%. Every effort was made to stimulate sales when 
sales were needed to sustain prosperity. 

This was something entirely new under the sun. It had 
a powerful influence in making the recession of 1953-54 
one of the mildest on record. It helped greatly to speed 
business on to the record-breaking levels it has attained 
today. 

There are several reasons why America’s business man- 
agement attacked this decline in sales with more adver- 
tising. One of them grew out of the greatly strengthened 
position of the American consuming market. Consumers’ 
income after taxes has been rising an average of over $10 
billion a year since 1946, and this rising income is more 
widely distributed than ever before. Furthermore, con- 
sumers have piled up reserves of about $215 billion in 
cash or its equivalent. These reserves offer a new and 
powerful inducement to increased selling and advertising 
effort even in the face of a possible decline in consumer 
income, 


Taking the Longer View 
However, the principal reason why a sales decline was 


attacked with increased advertising is management's 
new-found conviction that good advertising is essentially 
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death bed, had nevertheless managed somehow to ke’ p> in touch 
with developments at the convention. He informed McKinney 
and me that he would reiease the Connecticut delegation when 
the time .came and left orders to be called, regardless of his 
physical condition. Tnus Connecticut became the first state to 
break the deadlock and move into the Stevenson column. This 
started the swing to Stevenson, and my announced open support 
cinched his nomination. 

Actually, if Barkley had not withdrawn when he did, and if 
he had not made it irrevocable in his call to me, I would not at 
this late date have been able to tell Stevenson that I would sup- 
port him, and Barkley would have been the Democratic nominee. 

By the fourth day of the convention, the movement for 
Stevenson had crystallized into a draft of the man who so re- 
luctantly, and at long last, had announced himself as a candi- 
date for the Presidential nomination 

On Friday afternoon, July 25th, Mrs. Truman and I ,boarded 
the “Independence” and took off for Chicago. The plane landed 
at the Chicago airport about 3.30 P.M., and we rode to the Black- 
stone Hotel. 


[ saw a number ot my friends at the hotel and then got to 
work on my speech. It was about 1:45 A.M. when I arrived at 
the International Amphitheater and entered the convention hall 
The convention had recessed about 4:00 P.M., and I did not ap- 


pear until after the reconvening of the convention and after 
Stevenson's nomination 
I walked the length of the platform with Stevenson and 


presented him to the convention with the promise: “I am going 
to take my coat off and do everything I can to help him win.” 
The convention recessed again after Stevenson had made 
his speech of acceptance. Meanwhile, Sam Rayburn, Stevenson, 
McKinney and 1 retired to a small private room behind the 
Stage in the hall and discussed possible candidates for Steven- 
sons running mate.-I left before a decision was reached, but 
before leaving I suggested that Senator John Sparkman of Ala- 
bama would be the best asset to the ticket. He was nominated 
by acclamation on a voice vote without a ballot being taken. and 
the thirty-first Democratic National Convention. was adjourned

MORE TO CONSIDER THAN EMOTIONALISM | 


By Sam Dawson 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21 (AP). 
MOTIONALISM RULES the stock market these days. Trad- 
ers try to guess which way President Eisenhower will decide 
about running again.

R nearly 19 years the Duchess of .Windsor has 
Fe by—her voice still, her pen dry—while the 
world fabricated a wild anthology of legends about 
her life.

THE DUCHESS, a 
delicately propor- 
tioned woman whose marriage to the former King 
Edward VIII in 1937 stunted all other love stories of 
the century, was seated in her apartment in the Wal- 
dorf Towers, 28 floors above the pedestrians who stil! 
ogle her wherever she walks. 

At her back was a satin couch so monstrous it 
made her look doll-like, deceptively fragile. On her 
lap was a small, round, snoring dog. 

“My side of the story has never been told, because 
I never opened my mouth,” she said. “I have read 
sO many written versions of me—telling what I thought 
and how I felt at the time of my marriage. But I 
never recognized myself. It wasn't I. So I decided 
to write my story. It really is a serious document: 
it is historical and for the record.” 

She smiled, but the cool gray eyes were somber. 

“I don’t want people referring back to inaccuracies 
after I am dead.”

In the United States, she said, they act like vaca- 
tioners. She generally lunches with a woman friend, 
window shops, and attends the theater regularly with 
the Duke.

I spent most of that«year in 
a State of active rebellion 
against the food that was put 
before me, clamorifig for ice 
water, large glasses of-rich cold 
milk and “Cousin Mary’s bread,” 
until my poor mother was near- 
ly distracted. However, I did 
learn to drink cafe au lait. 

As she could not provide the 
glasses of rich cold milk, my 
mother gradually persuaded me 
to drink the large cups of thin 
boiled milk, to which a greaz 
deal of sugar and a small quan- 
tity of coffee had been added. 

Eventually, I came to tolerate 
it. At the age of 17, when we 
next went abroad, and I was 
allowed more coffee in the mix- 
ture, I liked it very much in- 
deed and the taste became a 
permanent one. 

On my third trip to Europe 
I was accompanied by my eldest 
son Henry, wh® was just 18. I 
think it was largely on his ac- 
count that I began. to interest 
myself seriously~ in foreign 
dishes, for I had not forgotten 
my own childhood misery. 


When he set up a wail, simi- «| 


lar to mine, centering around 
the absence of milk, I deter- 
mined to find more nourishing 
and appetizing substitutes for 
him than cafe au lait with which 
he declined to be placated. 

At first, | had some difficulty, 
for we were in Germany, where 
the normally huge meals had 
been greatly reduced in both 
quantity and quality, as this was 
in the inflation period.

UT after we reached Spain 
Buy troubles were practically 
“ at an end. A typical lunch- 
eon, in those days, consisted of 
hors d’ oeuvres, an egg dish, 
red meat with vegetables, poul- 
try with salad, a sweet, cheese 
and fruit. 

During the blissful coma into 
which he sank after doing full 
justice to every course, Henry 
forgot that his breakfast had 
been inadequate. Then came 
dinner, which began with soup, 
instead of hors d’ oeuvres, and 
continued with fish instead of 
eggs, but which was otherwise 
the same as luncheon. 

I still think the cuisine of 
Spain, in the form this takes at 
private houses -and in the best 
hotels, iy. one of the finest in 
the world, There is no more 
refreshing soup in. the world 
than gazpacho, made of blended 
vegetables and served  thor- 
oughly chilled, and none more 
delicious than the hot cream 
soup flavored with the small 
artichokes typical of the South. 

There is a delightful summer 
drink called sangria, a glorified 
claret lemonade of a perfection 
we never seem to attain in this 
country. There is* no more 
succulent a game than a Castil- 
ian pickled partridge. 

There is a dainty dish called 
pollite tomatero, a tiny plump 
chicken roasted whole and served 
crackling hot. There is no more 
royal fare of any kind than a 
paella, also served so hot that 
the first mouthfuls must be 
taken with caution, and which 
is preferably brought to the 
table in the heavy iron frying 
pot in which the rice, seafood 
and meat of which it is com- 
posed have all been blended 
together. 

Though the paella may be 
found anywhere in Spain, it is a 
specialty of Valencia and, if I 
were pinned down-’and asked 
to state which Spanish city pro- 
vides the finest food, I think I 
should have to name that one. 

I have made no secret of my 
predilection for any WwWell- 
prepared dish which has rice as 
a base and Valencia offers the 
greatest variety of these that | 
have ever found. This is not 
surprising, considering its posi- 
tion in the center of a rice- 
growing community. 

Its fresh orange juice is in- 
comparable, since Valencia or- 
anges are world famous. But 
fresh tomato juice, with enough 
of the strained pulp left in it so 
that it is best eaten with a 
spoon, is equally good in Seville 
So are the numerous varieties 
of shrimp, both large and small, 
which are usually cooked, as 
they often are in Louisiana, in 
highly seasoned water -and 
served with no other dressing. 

All over Spain the fresh fruits 
and vegetables seem to be 
equally plentiful and delicious; 
so does the white cheese made

Fix It Yourself

Drafts Due to Oil Burners. 


HERE are, according to a 

man who has spent his en- 

tire life studying the sub- 
ject, two types of drafts found 
in the home. One type of draft 
is caused by_outside air enter- 
ing the house, and a good ex- 
ample of,this is the draft on the 
back of your neck when you 
sit in front of a window that 
is not properly weatherstripped. 

The other type of draft in 
the home is caused by the air 
in the house moving around. A 
good example of this is the 
draft you often feel at the base 
of the stairs and this is due to 
the cool air on the upper floors 
flowing down the stairs. For 
our money, these inside drafts 
are a lot more difficult to cor- 
rect than the ones caused by 
outside air. 

Of late we have run into a 
new kind of inside draft and 
this occurs in homes were there 
is a utility room on the first 
floor with an oil burner. An oil 
burner, as you know, has a 
fan on it to provide the flame 
with plenty of air, and this fan 
pulls outside air into the burner. 

Utility room doors are usually 
provided with louvers to allow 
air to reach the burner, and 


when the burner is running 


ee 


there is a strong draft of air 
flowing through these louvers. 
This can make the floor area 
around the utility room pretty 
uncomfortable. There are sev- 
eral ways that this can be cor- 
rected. One is to replace the 
existing door with a louvered 
door with sufficient openings to 
provide plenty of air without 
drafts to the burner. 

Another, even. better, method 
is to use metal ducts to pipe air 
from the attis or attic crawl 
space to the burner, so that it 
will not have to depend on the 
air from the rest of the house. 
It may even be possible to pipe 
air from the outdoors ixto the 
utility room, Besides creating 
drafts, using the air from rooms 
to provide air for the burners is 
wasteful, for you are taki&g air 
you have paid to warm and then 
blown it up the chimney.

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—Your Tax Problems 
Exemptions Raise 
Numerous Questions

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, in this, 


the third of five articles, takes up the question of 
exemptions for taxpayers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (UP). 

HE claiming of exemptions on income tax returns raises 
T a great number of questions. They cover such matters 

as support of elderly relatives, school-age children who 
earn money, divorced couples, survivors, and the matter of 
extra exemptions for the 
aged and blind. The law 
covers most of the’ possi- 
bilities, but individual tax- 
payers still come to us 
with these problems and 
their variations. 

To start with, each tax- 
payer is entitled to one 
$600 exemption for him- 
self, or herself. The tax- 
payer gets another $600 
exemption if he’s 65 or 
older and still another $600 
if he is blind. The $600 
extra exemption for blind- 
ness can be claimed by the 
taxpayer at any age. This 
also applies to the blind 
wife or husband of the 
taxpayer, but not to any 
other dependent. 

* 

INCIDENTALLY, a point 
to remember in determining your age for tax purposes is 
that you are considered to be one year older the day before 
your birthday. So, if you reached your sixty-fifth birthday 
on or before Jan. 1 of this year, you may legally claim that 
extra $600 exemption for all of 1955. 

The matter of exemptions for dependents is handled dif- 
ferently from those of your husband or wife. An illustra- 
tion of this is a taxpayer supporting his mother who is 70. 
He is entitled to just one $600 exemption for her, and not 
the extra one because she is over 65 

For a person to qualify as a dependent, the taxpayer 
must provide more than one-half of his or her support. The 
only exception to this rule is where several persons con- 
tributed to the support of an individual. For example, if 
several sons and daughters supported their mother, but none 
contributed over half the support, they may designate one 
of their number to claim the exemption. The person desig- 
nated must have contributed over 10 per cent of the support 
and all the others who contributed over 10 per cent must 
file a declaration that they will not claim their mother as 
a dependent. Form 2120 is available at the nearest Internal 
Revenue Service office for this purpose. 

* * 

WITH SO MANY MORE CHILDREN going on to college 
and the cost of higher education going up, Congress changed 
the law in 1954 to permit a child under 19, or a “full-time” 
student of any age to be claimed as a dependent if he re- 
ceives more than half of his support from his parents. The 
law defines a full-time student as one who is engaged in 
full-time study at a recognized school for at least five 
months of the year, or who is pursuing one of certain full- 
time on-farm training programs. 

A typical question asked at our offices last year was: 
My son, who is 21 years old, earned $650 working as a waiter 
while attending college in 1955. May I claim him as a de- 
pendent on my 1955 return? 

The answer is yes, if you furnished more than one-half 
of his support during the year and if he was a “full-time” 
student. 

Another question along’ this line was: “My son—who is 
a minor—worked as a delivery boy for our grocer. For this 
the grocer paid me $200. Must I include this amount in my 
{ncome for the year 1955°” 

The answer here is no.

EMPTIONS FOR PERSONS 
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That's because money paid for 
the services of a minor child are included in his gross in- 
come, not the income of the parent—even though the minor 
child does not receive the money. 

If the child earns $600 or more he must file a return 
for himself. He may claim his own personal exemption on 
his own return. Thus a child may actually qualify as two 
exemptions: once on his own réturn and once on his parents.’ 

a a. 

THE LAW PROVIDES special tax rates for any indi- 
vidual who qualifies as a “head of household.” This means, 
jn general, an unmarried or legally separated person who 
furnished more than half the maintenance cost of a house- 
hold which also was occupied during the entire year by (a) 
any related person for whom you are entitled to a de- 
pendency exemption or (b) an unmarried child, grandchild, 
or stepchild, even though such child is not a dependent. You 
may also qualify if you maintain a home elsewhere for your 
father or mother and either qualifies as your dependent. 

Form 1040 must be used to claim the benefits of the 
Jower tax rates for a “head of household.” The saving to 
you is about one-half that of married couples filing joint 
returns. Tie cost of maintaining a household includes such 
items as rent, insurance, repairs, utilities, food, etc. It does 
not include clothing, education, medical expenses and the 
like even though you may pay these.

IT IS BEST TO REMEMBER when a problem of a de- 
pendent arises that he or she must meet five tests. 

First, you must have furnished more than half of his 
or her support. Second, the dependent’s gross income must 
have been less than $600 for the taxable year or, if it exceeds 
$600, the dependent child must be under 19 or a “full-time” 
student. Third, the dependent must be related, or at least 
a member of your household and have your home as his or 
her principal dwelling place. Fourth, the dependent must 
be a citizen or resident of the United States, or a resident of 
Canada, Mexico, the Republic of Panama, or the Canal Zone. 
And last, but not least, he or she must not be making a joint 
return with his or her husband or wife. 

Now that we have the matter of forms and their use 
and some of the problems of dependents out of the way, let 
me again urge that you file your return as soon as possible 
prior to this year’s deadline of midnight, April 16.

In discussing his trade, 
the patient research which goes 
into it, the monumental filing 
work involved, and the efforts 
of the trained crook to outwit 
the fingerprint men, Livings 
said: 

“Painstaking methods set the 
pattern. Fingerprint work is 
just sheer hard slogging, plus 
reasoning based on experience, 
and a bit of luck. Some of the 
people who come to us think 
we can work miracles, We work 
wonders sometimes, but the 
miracles take a little longer.” 

This writer agrees, for he 
had the good fortune to be 
in the Yard's fingerprint divi- 
sion while it was working on 
perhaps the toughest case ever 
sent it—the identification of 
the murderer of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Currell on the seventeenth tee 
of Potter's Bar golf course, just 
outside London. 

It took five months of pains- 
taking detective work and when 
one-eyed Michael Queripel, 18 
years old, eventually confessed 
to the murder it was because 
for the first time in British 
criminal history an unsuspected 
killer had been trapped by his 
palm print. And a bad print 


at that. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Currell had 
been killed by blows on the 


head from a heavy iron tee 
marker, held by its spike. Her 
murderer dropped the marker 
to the ground, and bent over 
her body to make sure she was 
dead. And as he got up, he 
put his hand to the ground to 
support himself—and part of 
his palm rested on the flat top 
surface of the marker. 

Superintendent Percy Laws, 
the brilliant man who runs the 
photo department of the finger- 
print section, submitted the 
marker to every. conceivable 
test, and found nothing. Then, 
as he was about to give up 
hope, he examined a tiny 
smudge of blood on the top of 
the marker. Gradually, under 
test, he managed to bring up 
and make a photograph of a 
fraction of a man’s handprint. 
That was all Scotland Yard had 
to go on. 

Detectives in charge of the 
case were convinced a local man 
was the killer. Hundreds of 
men were checked; all had per- 
fect alibis. Extra police were 
mobilized and took palm prints 
from 7551 men, including that 
of then 17-year- old Queripel. 

This writer watched a team 


of fingerprints experts methdd- 
ically examining print after 
print... Each expert had an en- 


larged photo of the print taken 
from the tee-marker, but rarely 
looked at it—its characteristics 
were indelibly engraved in the 
mind of each researcher. 

They had been checking for 
five weeks and had examined 
4604 prints when Queripel’s 
print came onto their large, flat- 
topped desk with its magnifying 
glasses and bright lighting. 
Queripel’s print matched that 
of the killer in all 16 charac- 
teristics required by a British 
judge-and jury before they will 
accept as irrefutable evidence. 
The bloodstained mark had been 
made by the heel of his palm. 

Confronted by the palm print, 
plus additional evidence gath- 
ered by other detectives con- 


cerning his movements and 
statements from his parents, 
Queripel confessed. 

Queripel did not hang. He 


was only 17 when he struck 
down Mrs. Currell, and British 
law says no one under 18 years 
of age committing a capital 
crime can hang. The judge 
sent him to prison for life, or as 
the British put it, “to be de- 
tained during Her Majesty's 
pleasure.” The trial took ex- 
actly four minutes after the 
judge had accepted Queripel's 
plea of guilty. 
oe a. . 

Y one of these coincidences 
Benet happen even in the best 

conducted detective  busi- 
nesses, this “palm print first” 
was quickly followed by a sec- 
ond. A woman was murdered in 
the provinces, and the local po- 
lice called in “‘the man from the 
Yard” to help them. The evi- 
dence needed some vital corro- 
boration and the fingerprint 
men were called, headed by 
Livings. 

Search of literally every inch 
of the room in which the wom- 
an was murdered turned up a 
microscopic fraction of a print 
on the thin leading edge of the 
glazing bar of a window, a 
piece of wood a quarter of an 
inch wide. It proved sufficient 
for the jury to accept Livings's 
authoritative evidence, support- 
ed by the print, and for the 
judge to sentence the killer to 
the “nine o'clock walk,” the 
crook vernacular for hanging, 
which in Britain is timed for 9 
a.m. 

The Yard's fingerprint sys- 
tem, started in 1901, has built 
up into an impressive collection 
and, despite the recent throw- 
ing out of a lot of old and use- 
less prints, still totals 1,300,000 
prints on file. 

Livings and his assistants 
make 300 to 400 searches of the 
files every day of every week 
of the year, including world- 
wide requests. Under the Yard 
system, a card index is kept 
for every name and every alias 
in the print records. 

Allied to the fingerprint di- 
vision is the photo lab, contain- 
ing massive photo equipment, 
plus some very efficient Yard 
inventions for enlarging prints. 
Also the Yard's “rogue gallery,” 
the popular description of its 
witness room, where people at- 
tempting to identify wanted 
criminals are taken to study 
photos. 

Handwriting plays its part in 
British crime investigation but 
the yard does not keep its own 
handwriting experts. In line 
with the feeling that most ex- 
pert ev “once can always be 
countered by that of another

expert, the Yard believes In 
employing outside help in such 
matters as handwriting, in the 
belief it holds a stronger claim 
to be unbiased. 

In addition to the 1,300,000 
sets of prints in the main finger- 
print files, there is a separate 
file of single prints numbering 
250,000, and useful when check- 
ing up on someone who previ- 


ously may have’ left a lone 
pirnt at the scene of some 
crime. The department estab- 


lished nearly 43,000 successful 
identifications in 1954 through 
its files, out of more than 131,- 
000 checks made. 

Somewhat affectionately, 
detective operatives 
the department as “the left eye 
of the bloodhound.” Its own 
operatiyes are inclined to be 
dogmatic about their science 
and its infallibility but their 
evidence is seldom rejected by 
British juries, which have come 
to respect the formidable Liv- 
ings and his men.

Without the aid of this crack 
lab crew under the over-all di- 
rection of Chief Scientist L. ¢ 
Nickols, the solution of classic 
Yard cases like the Haigh “acid 
bath murder’ would have 
lacked the final, corroborative 
touches which sent the perpe- 
trator inevitably to the gallews. 

The work of these white-coat 
workers has since the lab's 
founding in 1935 helped to send 
numberless men and women to 
the scaffold or to jail Men 
who drowned their wives in 
baths and faked it to look like 
suicide: women who shot or 
poisoned their husbands; youths 
who battered old women to 
death—and the infamous John 
C. Haigh, who almost but not 
quite disposed of his last vic- 
tim by destroying her dismem- 
bered remains in a tub of acid. 

The lab’s list of classics is a 
formidable one but the Haigh 
case continues to stand out in 
the memory of most, although it 
happened seven years ago 

Haigh was a clever monster- 
vampire and before Scotland 
Yard finally was able to dispose 
of him and scrawl the stark 
word “hanged” in bold capitals 
across his dossier, it had called 
upon virtually every aid open 
to it; from detective work pure 
and Simple to the men of the 
fingerprint and photo divisions, 
the experts in its vast record 


division. and to the scientists 
and analysts in the lab 
Haigh boastfully confessed 


after he was caugnt that he had 
killed five women and four men 
between 1944 and 1949, but in 
accordance with British law he 
stood trial only for his last 
killing. 

Early in February of 1949, 
the good-looking Haigh struck 
up a friendship with Mrs. Olivia 
Durand-Deacon when they 
stayed at the same small Lon- 
don hote!. She had some money, 
some expensive jewelry, and a 
black Persian lamb fur coat, all 
of which helped lead to her 
death and Haigh’'s undoing. 

By mid-February Haigh had 
decided to kill Mrs. Durand- 
Deacon and dispose of her body 
so that no one could pin her 
death onto him. By his own 
evidence, he was already an ex- 
pert. He first bought a “car- 
boy” of aeid, a large earthen- 
ware, wicker-covered container.

widow's jewelry was found in 
pawnshops, and in every in- 
stance Haigh was identified as 
the seller. On March 2, Haigh 
was formally charged with the 
murder of the widow, and on 
July 19 he was sentenced to 
death. 

Between those dates, Haigh 
gradually disclosed a story of 
murder seldom heard in even 
the hard-bitten history of the 
Yard. It all was carefully de- 
signed to give support to his 
eventual plea of insanity, a 
plea the jury rejected in favor 
of a guilty verdict after only 
14 minutes of deliberation. 

During those talks with the 
police Haigh described in cir- 
cumstantial detail how from 
1944 he had met and murdered 
four other women and four men, 
disposing of the bodies in acid. 

Some of these people were 
unknown and Haigh’s confes- 
sion was not sufficiently de- 
tailed for the police to link 
them with any known missing 
persons. But at least three of 
the persons described by name 
by Haigh were proven to have 
disappeared. The vain little 
man went to his death precisely

The redoubled three no trump

The 200-point loss was not 
catastrophic, of course, but to 
this had to be added what 
North-South would have col- 
lected from the opponents at 
any doubled contract. 

The fact that North-South 
didn't collect anything was due, 
of course, to the serious tactical 
error South made when he 
overcalled two hearts with two 
spades. Granted, South did 
have a.six-card suit, and grant- 
ed also that he couldn't afford 
to double two hearts on his 
own account, but it certainly 
was not too much to hope that 
North would be able to “handle” 
the rescue as well as he could 
have taken care of two clubs. 
North's first double was a 
strong implication that he was 
short in spades, and if that was 
the case, he probably had a 
sound double of all the other 
suits Moreover, if he was 
actually very short in spades, 
South could not go anywhere 
in that suit. 

Thus, for many different rea- 
sons the spade rebid was bad. 
Worst of all, it deprived North 
of the opportunity for exercis- 
ing his real preference—which 
of course would have been to 
double two hearts—and forced 
him into another action that 
was distinctly second-best.

On a Visit 


To Illinois 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 

TOLD you about my visit 
| at the University of Illinois 

in Urbana, but of particular 
interest was the meeting spon- 
sored by the Association of In- 
ternational Students, which is 
“dedicated to the promotion of 
good will and understanding be- 
tween Americans and students 
from other countries without 
regard to race, color, creed or 
religion.” 

These students sponsored the 
entertainment and it was good. 
A group of four Brazilians 
played several numbers, and I 
was told that at Christmastime 
they serenaded buildings all 
over the campus and, on re- 
quest, often play for different 
groups. ‘A gifted young Indian 
played on an Indian instrument 
and two students from Colombia 
danced. 

The University of Hlinois has 
700 students from 70 foreign 
countries, the third largest for- 
eign group at any university in 
the United States. And judg- 
ing from the great many Ameri- 
cans present, it was evident 
these foreign students are mak- 
ing friends and Americans there 
are learning the value of con- 
tact with those from other 
countries. 


THE WEATHER was anything 
but propitious last Thursday 
and we were sliding over .icy 
streets. But by Friday morn- 
ing it had improved. 

I journeyed by train to Car- 
bondale where my grandson, 
Van Seagraves, met me and took 
me to his house. There I spent 
the rest of the day. 


Unfortunately, my flight 
from St. Louis was canceled 
and I had to stay overnight. 


However, I caught a through 
flight to New York and reached 
there Saturday afternoon. 

Next year I may try to do 
more traveling in the autumn 
and less in the winter.
